Pending tests, via Jim Pogue: 

KWWN 1100 kHz Las Vegas, NV 

Bill Croghan, WB@KSW, Chief Engineer for 
Lotus Broadcasting of Las Vegas tells us the new 
KWWN has been on the air now for about three 
days as of Sept. 21, running unmodulated carrier 
(except for ID’s) often at less than 1 KW for tuning 
and testing. 

“It has been many short tests mostly at the 
lower power levels, but we have run the day pat- 
tern at the full 20 KW,” he relates. “As you might 
imagine, a 20 KW two tower day pattern wasn’t too 
difficult, but the 2 KW night pattern with four tow- 
ers, on the next property over from two diplexed 
1 KW stations located near in frequency, has been 
a challenge. We expect to start running longer 
tests, still primarily unmodulated, next week and 
the week after and hopefully will ask the FCC for 
Program test authority in the next two weeks. Af- 
ter receiving that, we will probably start sending 
the Deportes, Hispanic ESPN programming with 
ID’s at the top of the hour for KWWN. It’s a long, 
drawn-out process that must proceed at the FCC 
required rate and through the hoops they mandate. 
I'll let you know when we start doing more.” 

Once they are through the testing phase, Bill 
has promised a ful-fledged DX Test over KWWN. 
If you hear them testing before then, you can send

DDXD-West 
FROM THE VAST WESTLAND 

A. It is anew volume year, and in this first issue we are very pleased to welcome Chris Knight of Fort Lupton 
CO to our ever-growing list of Vast Westland reporters. Welcome, Chris! We have a fine opening turnout 
for this the 75" year of DX News. Thank you very much for your loggings, and for your continued support 
of this column! 

A. Itis also a new DX season, and judging by the loggings below Vast Westland DXers are off the blocks and 
well down the track! Reports Shawn Axelrod: “Great start to the new season with three new stations. I 
hope this is a start of a new DX-filled listening season for all of us.” I couldn’t have said it better, Shawn! 
Also reporting new ones: Greg Harris, Chris Knight, Sheryl Paszkiewicz and John Wilkins, who relays 
news that he recently logged his fourth Japanese station, JOAB 693 (way to go, John!). Rounding out the 
“hit” parade is Doug Smith, who reports logging nighttime digital audio from some of the large clears. 

A. Which brings us to the subject that cannot help but temper our early season optimism-- nighttime IBOC. 
Acommon theme among reporters: the buzz about THE BUZZ. From Doug Smith (Nashville area): “Other 
stations to blink the HD light last night (9/15): WLW 700, WGN 720, WJR 760, WBBM 780, WHAS 840, WHO 
1040, WOWO 1190, WOAT 1200, WPHT 1210, WRDZ 1260, WLAC 1510, WRLL 1690 and an unID on 990.” 
From John Rieger (Milwaukee area): “In South Milwaukee, 710, 730, 930, 1080, 1110, 1120 and 1140 seem 
useless, due to nighttime IBOC.” From Karl Forth (Chicago): “I heard WGN 720 with IBOC wiping out 710 
and 730 on the first night (9/14). Tonight (9/20) [heard WBBM 780 and WLS 890 with digital signal.” From 
Chris Knight (Denver area): “IBOC at night here is a sad reality. I counted eight of 13 known local IBOC 
stations carrying that mode at night. Two of those not noted carrying night IBOC are probably too weak 
to hear.” Adds Chris: “I don’t understand why the FCC would enforce directional antenna patterns on the 
AM band to protect stations at night while at the same time authorizing 24-hour IBOC. It just doesn’t make 
sense.” Agreed. 

A, From Madison, I am hearing WBBM slipping “HD” into their “legal” ToH ID. Their ID reads in part: “This 
is Chicago’s all news station, News Radio 7830 WBBM AM and WBBM AM HD Chicago.” Wouldn’t it be 
clearer to the overwhelming majority who are still hearing them in analog if instead they said: “This is 
WBBM AM 780 and WBBM HD 770 and 790 Chicago”? 

A. Since this is the first issue of Volume 75 and we are back to weeklies, it is the perfect time to remind con- 
tributors of a few basic guidelines. Please report all times in Eastern Local Time, or ELT (currently Eastern 
Daylight Time). Loggings should be timely-- this means they should be no more than two weeks old by the 
time I receive them. Report only DX-- if you can hear a station many times a year, it is not really DX. Use 
your judgment, but-- unless there are unique circumstances, reporting a station a maximum of once a year 
is the ideal. Make your loggings readable-- do not overdo the abbreviations. Deadlines for DDXD-West are 
every Thursday at 1300 ELT for Internet mail, and Thursday’s delivery for USPS mail. Now, let the games 
begin!

Caution: Antenna Construction Zone Ahead 


Marc D. speaks: A couple of decent TA signals here lately. The big news is that Chris Black and Mark 


Connelly are going to help me put up a Flag antenna. The exact details have not been worked 
out yet but, undoubtedly, my improved ability to null domestic signals from the west and 
southwest will greatly enhance TA reception here. 


Jim speaks: September 11 was the best TA night I’ve had in a long time. Diminished somewhat by a 


t-storm that passed through around 9:45 p.m. It will be very sad if IBOC broadcasts destroy 
TA opportunities. Being some distance from the Atlantic Coast I require nearly perfect con- 
ditions to hear TAs. 

Still working on antennae. I’ve got 550 feet aimed west, about 150 aimed northeast, and 
about 200 feet aimed south. Only the south wire is grounded at the moment. All of the DX 
reported above is on the south wire! The noise generated by the house last season hasn’t 
been observed so far. I’ve relocated the west wire 25 feet further from the house with a lon- 
ger coax to see if that helps reduce noise. It’s also closer to the pond - maybe the water will 
enhance the TAs? The northeast wire can be extended (thanks to the neighbor’s permission), 
but I have to figure out a way to cross the pond. My son got it across in February when it 
was frozen over, but the hill on the other side was too slippery to climb. Due to drought the 
water is very low, but it’s very muddy. 

In the absence of DX Tuners, I stumbled across DeliCast with many links to European sta- 
tions. The site is divided by country, with lots of quick links to live audio. Most links are to 
FM, but I was able to find every MW station I needed. Much, much quicker than looking for 
each station’s web page, and then trying to find the live audio link. The only flaw is that the 
stations are not in alphabetical order, so in the case of Germany it requires walking through 
multiple pages to find the station needed. 
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Captured but Unidentified 


Mark C. speaks: \’ve finally finished reviewing last week’s Rowley SDR-IQ captures. At this time I'll 
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report a few unID’s that may be worth chasing to pin down their identity at some point. 
These unID’s have a common theme of a Middle Eastern format station decisively breaking 
atop more common co-channel Europeans for a short interval (a minute or two typically). 
unID SEP 6 2358 - Reverberated male Koranic a cappella vocal; briefly blasting over Swit- 
zerland. Channel has Saudi Arabia, Iran, Sudan, and Turkey listed but not all are scheduled 
to be on air at the time. 

unID SEP 7 0019 - Female Arabic vocal clobbering usual France and Spain. Yemen listed 
with big power, but schedule doesn’t fit. There are also lower-powered stations in Libya and 
Saudi Arabia. 

unID SEP 7 0018 - Arabic vocal; over Spain. Algeria, Saudi Arabia, and Sudan listed. 
unID SEP 6 2352 - Arabic female vocal; over Spain for a bit. Qatar suspected though others 
are possible. 

unID SEP 6 2352 - Absolutely enormous signal with Koranic chant, momentarily over Spain 
which was also huge. This occurrence is common and both Saudi Arabia and Morocco have 
been ID’ed here before, but the SDR-IQ capture wasn’t wide enough to grab any parallels. 
A good case for a full 530-1710 kHz capture SDR with built-in terabyte hard drive.

693 JAPAN JOAB NHK2 Tokyo SEP 15 - English language lesson, with man and woman; today’s 
lesson covered Japanese customs and fashions; occasional short quiz. Fair at best on USB, 
parallel 774 and 747, both of which were good on peaks. Anew one here, Japan #4. [Wilkins- 
CO] 

747 JAPAN JOIB Sapporo SEP 9 1214 - Gal yakking in Japanese parallel 774; could not make 
much out since signal was in a fade much of the time, although fair on peaks in LSB mode. 
[Wilkins-CO] 

774 JAPAN JOUB NHK2 Akita (39°43’N 140°07’E) SEP 9 1214 - Noted parallel 747 with Japanese 
talk by female. Fair on peaks in USB mode. Noted with useable audio nearly every day in 
September. This is usually the best Japan here. [Wilkins-CO] 

828 JAPAN JOBB Osaka SEP 17 1200 - Time pips to top of the hour, then English language les- 
son parallel 747 kHz. Occasionally just strong enough to be useable; LSB mode necessary to 
avoid 830 slop. Trashed by 850 KOA IBOC which came on at 1204. This remains my most 
distant logging at 6016 miles. [Wilkins-CO] 


The Best Is Yet to Come! 

Ray Moore observes: Very rare early season opening to Far East this morning, September 20. Substantial, 
unmistakable Japanese carriers on 747 and 693 DFing 330°. I believe I could have pulled in 
audio on 747 were it not for IBOC hash from local WWCN on 770 which splatters over 50 
kHz both sides. Weaker Japan carriers also noted on 594 and 873 plus weak Far East carrier 
on 1053 kHz. These were heard 1055 to 1113 UTC. Local sunrise 1115. Based on past experi- 
ence 774 is the best bet for Japan but not in this location only 4 kHz from WWCN. I wish I 
had started from the low frequencies up today to see how early these came in. Over 60 years 
experience chasing foreign MW Dx, Ihave found that the peak seasons for really long range 
exotic DX occur one to two years after sunspot minima.

IBOC Listening Tips ... via Barry McLarnon 
(From the NRC listserv) “Since digital interference 
is very noise-like, it can be difficult to pick out at 
times. In order to distinguish IBOC digital signals 
from other sources of noise, I strongly urge the use 
of SSB mode reception as a tool. 

“If you’re not sure whether a given station is 
running IBOC, try tuning it in SSB mode rather 
than AM mode. You should hear a low frequency 
“rumbling” or “burbling” in the audio, especially 
during quiet pauses in the program. Obviously, 
this is just a diagnostic tool, not a basis for com- 
plaint to the station about their lousy audio quality! 
However, if they also sound lousy in AM mode, 
that’s a different story... 

“If you're trying to determine whether noise on 
a channel is due to an IBOC sideband from a 1st 
adjacent station, again, use SSB mode. If it’s IBOC, 
there will be a distinct difference in noise level 
when you flip between LSB and USB mode (un- 
less you’re unlucky enough to be getting roughly 
equal levels of IBOC from both 1st adjacents). The 
source of the IBOC noise is on the “opposite” side 
from the sideband that gives the higher noise level. 
For example, if you’re tuned to 1110 and get more 
noise on USB than LSB, then the source of the noise 
is likely to be a station on 1100. 

“Again, I’m not advocating SSB mode reception 
as a basis for listener complaints, but simply as a 
tool to help you determine whether it’s really IBOC 
you’re hearing and, if so, what the source is.”
